Three Russian Ships Sunk. 


Tolîio, Oct. 11.—It is reported here 
that the Japanese recently centered a 
fire from tho land positions and from 
the fleet blockading Port Arthur on 
the west harbor, with the object of 
destroying the "Russian 
fleet 
They 
suceeded in sinking three vessels, the 
names and character of which are un- 
known. 


The failure of the Port Arthur fleet 
to make a sortie Is creating the im- 
pression that the Russians intend to 
destroy their ship^ just before the fall 
of the fortress }n preference to taking 
the risk of a sortio.

JAFA:C:;SE OUTFOÜXS DRIVEN IN 


St. Petersburg, Oct. 11.—A 
battle 
\rpon which the fate of this yenr*s cam- 
V*Bjign in Maiu-huria depends seems only 
a few days ahead. 
Advices from the 
front are mea£-,ro. All that is positive- 
ly known ofTlciaUy is that General Ku- 
roputkin has cast the die at last, about- 
faced his army and is marching reso- 
lutely against tho enemy as -if resolved 
'to do or die. 


According to xinoflicial reports. Field 
Marshal Oyama, at the first sign of 
General Kuropatkln taking the offen- 
sive, began drawing in his line and 
concentrating upon fortified posi*uins 
^north of Liao Yang. According to the 
•latest i^porls^ which are cont^iincd lu 
'a dippatch to the Associated Press from 
Mukden, the Japanese outposts are be- 
ing drivpn in all along the line. 


The strategy tïf tho forward move- 
ment will be concealed, as were the 
preparations for the advance, so that 
all surmises as to where General Kuro- 
patkin Intends to strike are mere guess- 
work. Tt is not clear whether General 
Kuropatkln contemplates a blow on 
the left, centre or riç'ht of the Japanese 
'army, but tlie fact that stress Is laid 
upon the capture of Bentsiaputze^ which 
opens the road and fords to Sensihu, 
20 miles east of Liao Yang, where Gen- 
*:erfil Kuroki crossed, and thai 'the Co3- 
eacks are already reported in the neigh- 
borhood of the stream, might fore- 
shadow an exact'reversal of the battle 
of Liao Yang, this time the Russian 
commander flanking and turning Liao 
Yang wilh his loft as Field Marshal 
Oyama did v/ith his right. 


Little light has been thrown upon 
the considerations which led General 
Kuropatkln suddenly to assume the of- 
fensive; but no word is heard at the 
war office intimating that the course 
savors of rashness. Officers of the gen- 
eral staff, while not underestimating 
the heavy task and severe sacrifices 
that are fîivolved in 'assuming the of- 
fensive, nevertheless express absolute 
confidence that General 
Kuropatkln 
has found a weak point in the Japanese 
armor. 
Different explanations abound 
as to the reason for making the for- 
ward movement at this time. The ad- 
vance is attributed to a realization by 
General Kuroptkln of the fclillculty the 
Japanese have encountered in making 
good their losses at Liao Yang and re- 
plenishing their supplies and ammuni- 
tion. or possibly to the drawing off of 
a portion of the Japanese troops to re- 
infoi'co General Nogi In a desperate ef- 
fort to end the siege of Port Arthur. 


Whatever the explanation, it is ap- 
parent from the hasty manner In which 
the Japanese withdrew before the first 
show of Russian strength that their 
recent ostentatious preparations for an 
advance v^as largely bluff. 
The best 
opinion here Is that the impending 
battle is likely to develop with startling 
rapidity. 


In 
political 
circles 
considerable 
stress is laid upon the moral effect 
upon the Chinese, that may be ex- 
pected from General Kuropatkin^g ad- 
vancing without being compelled to 
abandon the sacred' city of Mukden, 
it being remembered that the Japanese 
failed to reach the city of imperial 
tombs during the Chjno-Japanese war.

Wnr^ronsburg, Mo., Oct. 11.—Twenty- 
piu'sons were killed and GO in- 
^WYiMl by a head-on collis.lon of Mis- 
isourl Paoific trains three miles cast of 
Warrr^nsburg. Tho trains wore the sec- 
ond section of a passenger train from 
Wichita for SL Louis and an extra 
freis-ht train. Most of the dead were 
residenis cf Missouri and Kansas, as 
are the injured. 


Tho passenger train, consisting of 
two day coaches; a Pullman and a ca- 
boose, was loaded with World's Fair 
excursionists from southeastern Kan- 
sas and southwestern Missouri. 
Tho 
Wichita pasr.enger train had been cut 
in two at Pleasant Hill on account of 
i.he heavy load and a locomotive at- 
tached to the front car without a bag- 
gage car as a buffer. The extra freight 
had been sidetracked at Montserrat for 
tho first scction of the Wichita train, 
which carriod signals that a second 
section was following. A local passen- 
ger train passed»' and the freight crew 
took the local for the second section o£ 
the Wichita train and pulled out of the 
side track. 
Three 
miles west 
the 
freight met tho second section. 


The impact telescopod the tender of 
the passenger locomotive and the front 
car, whi'-h was full of passengers, and 
it was here that the sacrifice of life 
took place. 
The passenger conductor, 
E. L. Barnes, ran all the way to War- 
rcnsburii to report the wreck. 
Every 
physician in Vvarrensburg and hun- 
dreds o^! citiens hastened to the wreck 
to assist the wounded. 
Twenty per- 
sons were kiilf^d outright 
and 
nine 
died v/ithin a fev/ hours. 


The scene of tho wreck was on the 
down grade, on either side of which 
there was a steep rise. Both trains 
had put on extra steam to carry them 
up the opposito'hflJ, and when they 
met at the curve at the lowest point 
they were running at a terrific rate. 
WHien the trains met the heavy freight 
train pushed the passenger 
engine' 
back Into the first coach. The tender 
of the passenger engine literally cut 
the coach In fwo in the center, and 
never stopped until It had ploughed 
itself half way through the car and Its 
passengers, killing those in the for- 
ward end instantly and mangling all 
within reach iu a most horrible man- 
ner. 


Half a dozen who were not killed 
outright were so terribly Injured that 
they died before they could be remov- 
ed from the debris. Many of the dead 
were ulmost unrecognlzazle. 


Arms and legs were dismembered In 
several cases, and, together with bag- 
gage and pieces of wreckage, were 
tumbled together into a confused mass 
of bleeding human forms. 


The dead were placed on fiat cars 
and brought to Warronsburg. A coro- 
ner's jury is now seeking the person 
responsible for the wreck.

Advices from the 
front are mea¿,ro. All that is positive­ 
ly known ofilclaHy Is that General Ku- 
ropatkin has cast the die at last, «about- 
faced his army and is marching reso­ 
lutely against the enemy as -if resolved 
*to do or die. 
According to xinoñicial reports, Field 
Marshal Oyaraa, at the first sign, of 
General Kuropatkin taking the offen­ 
sive, began dra.wing in his line and 
concentrating upon fortified posi*vms 
^north of Liao Yang. According to the 
.latest I'cporls, which are cont^ixincd lu 
'a dispatch to the Associated Press from 
Mukden, tho Japanese outposts are be*- 
ing drivpn in all along the line. 
The strategy t)f the forward move­ 
ment will bo concealed, as were the 
preparations for the advance, so tiiat 
all surmises as to where General Kuro­ 
patkin Intends to strike are mere guess­ 
work. It is not clear v/hether General 
Kuropatkin contemplates a blow on 
the left, centre or right of the Japanese 
'army, but tJie fact that stress is laid 
upon the capture of Bentsiaputzev which 
opens the road and fords to Sensihu, 
20 miles east of Liao Yang, where Gen- 
"eral Kuroki crossed, and th a t‘the Cos­ 
sacks are alrciuiy reported in the neigh­ 
borhood of the stream, might fore­ 
shadow an exact 'reversal of the battle 
of Liao Tang, this time the Russian 
commander flanking and turning Liao 
Yang wiih his loft as Fiold Marshal 
Oyama did v/ith his right. 
Little light has been thrown upon 
the considerations which led General 
Kuropatkin suddenly to assume the of­ 
fensive; but no word is heard at the 
war oííice intimatitig: that the course 
I savors of rashness. Officers of the gen­ 
eral staff, while not underestimating 
the heavy task and severe sacrifices 
that are fjivolved in ‘assuming the of­ 
fensive, nevertheless express absolute 
confidence that General Kuropatkin 
has found a weak point in the Japanese 
armor. Different explanations abound 
as to the reason for making the for­ 
ward movement at this time. The ad­ 
vance is attributed to a realization by 
General Kuroptkin of the ÉiíUculty the 
Japanese have encountered in making 
good their losses at Liao Yang and re­ 
plenishing their supplies and ammuni­ 
tion, or possibly to the drawing off of 
a portion of the Japanese troops to re­ 
inforce General Nogi In a desperate ef­ 
fort to end the siege of Port Arthur. 
Whatever the explanation, it is ap­ 
parent from the hasty manner in which 
the Japanese withdrew before the first 
show of Russian strength that their 
recent ostentatious preparations for an 
advance was largely bluff. 
The best 
opinion here Is that the impending 
battle is likely to develop with startling 
rapidity. 
In 
political 
circles 
considerable 
stress is laid upon the moral effect 
upon the Chinese. that may be ex­ 
pected from General Kuropatkin*s ad­ 
vancing without being compelled to 
abandon the sacred* city of Mukden, 
It being remembered that the Japanese 
failed to reach the city of imperial 
tombs during the Chino-Japanese war. 


Three Russian 8hipt Sunk. 
Tokio, Oct. 11.—It is reported here 
that the Japanese recently centered a 
fire from tho land positions and from 
the fleet blockading Port Arthur on 
the west harbor, with the object of 
destroying the Russian fleet 
They 
Buceeded in sinking three vessels, the 
names and character of which are un­ 
known. 
The failure of the Port Arthur fleet 
to make a sortie is creating the im­ 
pression that the Russians intend to 
destroy their Bhip^ just before the fall 
of the fortress Jn preference to taking 
the risk of a sortie. 


Bombarding Port Arthur Daily,

SIXTY‘OTHERS WERE INJURED 


FINE CARftiAGES BURNED 


Vehicles Belonging to Senators and 
Wealthy Washingtonians Burned, 
Washington, Oct 10.—Fire on the 
upper floors of William F. and B. J. 
Dov/ney's livery stable, 1622 to 1628 L 
street Northvrest, caused a loss of about 
$100,000. 
Some of the finest carriages 
owned in Washington, many of them 
belonging to senators, members of the 
diplomatic corps and wealthy Wash­ 
ingtonians, stored in the building, were 
burned. The fire started from defective 
electric light wiring. 
The French embassy lost a hand­ 
some carriage, and others who lost 
vehldes are Senators Wetmore, Dryden 
and Fairbanks; 
Representative Hitt 
and Mrs. Westinghouse. Two hundred 
carriages* on the top floor were com­ 
pletely destroyed, and about 200 others 
on the third floor were badly damaged. 
The lobS on the building and to the 
firm's stock is about $75.000, and to 
private parties $26,000. 
The building 
is insured for $50,000, and the stock of 
the Downeys for $50,000. 


V/nurensburg, Mo., Oct. 11.—Twenty- 
ïîiuv.^ pi'rsons wore killed and 60 in- 
;jurod >hy a head-on collision of Mis- 
liîouri Paoiüc trains three miles cast of 
V/arrensburg. Thn trains wore the sec­ 
ond section of a passenger train from 
Wichita for S t Louis and an extra 
freiirht train. Most of the dead were 
residenJs cf Missouri and Kansas, as 
are the injured. 
Tho passenger train, consisting of 
two day coaches: a Pullman and a ca­ 
boose, was loaded with World’s Fair 
GKCursionists from southeastern Kan­ 
sas and southwestern Missouri. 
Tho 
Wichita pasr.enger train had been cut 
in two at Pleasant Hill on account of 
the heavy load and a locomotive at­ 
tached to the front car without a bag­ 
gage car as a buffer. The extra freight 
had been sidetracked at Montserrat for 
the first section of the Wichita train, 
which carried signals that a second 
section was following. A k)cal passen­ 
ger train passed.* and the freight crew 
took the local for the second section of 
the AVichita train and pulled out of the 
side track. 
Three miles west the 
freight met tho second section. 
The impact telescoped the tender of 
the passenger locomotive and the front 
car. whi<*h was full of passengers, and 
it wa,s hero that the sacrifice of life 
took place. 
The passenger conductor, 
R. L. Barnes, ran all the way to War- 
rcnsbur;i to report the wreck. 
Every 
physician in Vvarrensburg and hun­ 
dreds o,^! CÎtiens hastened to the wreck 
to assist the wounded. 
Twenty per­ 
çons Wv^re killed outright and nine 
died v/ithin a fev»r hours. 
The scene of tho wreck was on the 
down grade, on cither side of which 
there Wiis a steep rise. Both trains 
had put on extra steam to carry them 
up the opposite'hili, and when they 
met at the curve at the lowest point 
they were running at a terrific rate. 
Wnien the trains met the heavy freight 
train pushed the passenger 
engine 
back Into the first coach. The tender 
of the passenger engine literally cut 
the coach In f.wo in the center, and 
never stopped until it had ploughed 
itself half way through the car and its 
passengers, lulling those in the for­ 
ward end instantly and mangling all 
within reach iu a most horrible man­ 
ner. 
Half a dozen who were not killed 
outright were so terribly Injured that 
they died before they could be remov­ 
ed from the debris. Many of the dead 
were almost unrecognizazle. 
Arms and legs were dismembered In 
several cases, and, together with bag­ 
gage and pieces of wreckage, were 
tumbled together Into a confused mass 
of bleeding human forms. 
The dead were placed on flat cars 
and brought to “Warronsburg. A coro- 
r»er*s jury is now seeking the person 
rxîsponsible for the wreck. 
The conductor of the freight train 
says he was dozing while his train 
was at Montserrat, and when the local 
train 
passed 
Engineer Horton be­ 
lieved it was the r^econd section of the 
Wichita train, and, thinking the track 
clear, pulled out on the main line. 
T. C. Dressel, postmaster at Easton- 
ville, Kan., was taken out from imder 
a heap of seven bodies, sufferins only 
n brolven leg.

Ozone Is produced in an apparatus 
Intp -which atmospheric air is forced 
by means of an aJr pump.

EXPLOSION KILLS 8iX 


Edison Cement Plant at New Village» 
N* J., Wreckcd. 
Easton. Pa„ March 8.—Six mon are 
dead and 25 or 30 others aro injured, 
reveral of them seriously, from tlie 
effects of an explosion at the E(^«5on 
cement plant, at New Village, N. J., 
seven miles from here, on the lino of 
the Delaware, Lackaw’anna and West­ 
ern Uallroad. 
A large part of tho 
plant was burned. 
Tho bodies of the 
pix men are in the ruins. Their names 
have not been learned. 
The most seriously injured, all of 
whom are burned, are: 
E. E. Dar­ 
ling, New Village; 
William Staatz, 
Stewarts ville, N. J., may die; Harry 
Hose, Phillipsburg, N. J.; R. H. Good- 
wellie, Now York; George Bowman;

All of these men have been brought 
to Easton. 
The remainder of the in­ 
jured are being cared for at New Vil­ 
lage and Stewartsville at farm houses 
In the vicinity of the plant. 
Special 
trains have been running between New 
Village and iiaston all night, and more 
of the unfortunate men are expected 
to be brought to the local hospital. 
The explosion occurred in one of the 
large coal bins and was caused by the 
ignition of a quantity of gas. The day 
force had discovered a slight fire about 
5 o’clock yesterday afternoon, but the 
men thought they had extinguished it. 
Foreman Rose went to the bin Just 
before quitting time, and as he open­ 
ed a door a terrific explosion occurred. 
The bln was blown to pieces and the 
workmen who were at or near it were 
injured.

A rARLOR TRICK. 
This is a neat and effective trick to 
perform before a company of men» 
,women and children, from whom you 
can borrow tho few materials you need. 
These arc a silver half-dollar, a large 
wire hairpin, a heavy ring and a long 
hatpin or “stickpin.’* 
Bond Iho hairpin into the shape 
shown In the picture. Force the half- 
dollar into tho narrow hook on one end 
of tho hairpin, which hook you have 
pinched well together so that it will 
grip tho coin tightly, and hang the ring 
on tho other, more open hook. 
Now 
balance tho coin at a point nenr its 
edge and in lino with tho two hooks, on 
the point of the hatpin, which you hold 
vertically in your left hand. 
You can nearly always make it bal­ 
ance on ^fome point, but to make the 
trick effective the pin should bo very 
near the edge of the coin, so if tho ring 
is not very heavy you may have to bor­ 
row another one and slip it on the hook 
beside the first. Or you can use a light 
ring and substitute a quarter for tho 
half-dollar. 
Now, if you blow against the ring the 
whole affair will turn on its pivot, and 
by giving a good puff every timo the 
ring comes around you can make it 
gpin very fast and keep on spinning a 
long time. If the hatpin is very sharp 
and of very hard steel it will gradually 
bore a hole In the coin.

The woman whose highest ambition is 
to be regarded as the best housekeeper, 
who makes all enjoyment of the homo 
impossible by her eternal vigilance in 
the matter of dust; whose mind seems 
incapable of entertaining any other 
idea than that of absolute cleanliness, 
is obviously aliiicted with this malady, 
Avhich is called niysophobia. That the 
disease is extending is beyond a doubt. 
Vv'hat has been called tho force of ex. 
ample is in fact tho effect of contagion.

"CROOKS" AND THE BIBLE. 


Ordinary "crooks'-' havo a most as- 
tonishing dread of religion and regard 
tho Bible with a superstitious awe aud 
great reverence. 
If a "crook." there- 
fore, can further his ideas by using 
the Scriptures, ho considers lie has 
found 
asafe and sure mascot. Tho 
Bible is put to all manner of uses, 
many times in a way which would call 
down wrath from Heaven itself. xMany 
of the thieves who have beeu "jngired" 
use the leaves of the tracts and Bibles 
which have been given them by mis- 
sionaries to make fires with which to 
boil coffee. 


According to the old prison Iceeper, 
he often saw the leaves of tho Bible 
used in that manner, and it was a long 
time before he became aware of the 
reason, and why it was sought after 
more than any other kind of paper, 
any quantity of which could be had 
for the asking. 


"Those fellows keep 
their 
secrets 
well to themselves." he said; "and it is 
only after they are thoroughly confident 
tliat they are speaking to friends that 
they are willing to impart any infor- 
mation to those outside the pale of the 
fraternity. 


"I befriended a long term prisoner 
on an occasion wJien he ivas ai)out to 
be brought up to explain an infraction 
of the rules of the prison, and my in- 
terference in his behalf 
saved him 
from severe punishment 
I was his 
friend after that. He told me the se- 
cret of burning the leaves of the Bi- 
ble, 
'The Bible is the best book iji 
the world,' he said, 'and it puts a bet- 
ter bead ou the coffee.' That was all. 


"It is not alone for heating coffee 
that they want the Bible. 
They be- 
lieve that if they can call in the Bible 
to help them out in any transaction 
they are sure to vrin out I recall an 
instance of the kind vividly. A man 
was imprisoned for burglary. He was 
a morose, sullen fellow, and cigarmak- 
er by trade. He attended services in 
the chapel regularly, and had the ap- 
pearance of being deeply imbued with 
religious fervor. 
Finally he declared 
that he bad been converted, and kept 
a copy of the Bible with him at all 
tlme.s. He read it in his cell, and car- 
ried it about witli him so regularly 
that it came to be looked upon as part 
of him. 


CONCEALED CIGARS IN BIBLE, 
"It was "While he became a convert 
that a wholesale cigarmuker contract- 
ed to have his goods made by convict 
labor. 
Our religious long timer was 
put to work in the factory. His Bible 
was with liim at all times, and noth- 
ing suspicious was ever thought of the 
occurrence. But cigars soon began to 
be missed in appallingly large quanti- 
ties. 
At the end of each day they 
would melt away as if by magic until 
the situation looked serious, and final* 
Jy the contractor was forced to dis- 
continue the contract or face ruin, 


"The leak did not stop, 
although 
every man was put to work to discov- 
er the culprit, and every man was 
searched before he left the shop. De- 
spite all these precautions,, the thief 
was not discovered till Jong afterward. 
He was our long termer. He jiad hol- 
lowed out the inside of the Bible, leav- 
ing about an inch margin for the walls 
of his box. Iu that cavity he packed 
away a fine Jot of cjgars every night, 
nobody even suspecting the demure 
and devout .cigarmaker. 
At night he 
divided the weeds among the other con- 
victs and they smoked them on the sly. 
He explained he was sure tiie trick 
would win, because he bad used the 
Bible, It did, to«.

certain class feel that in prison they

Spies were stationed and every 
known trap was. laid to catch the pur- 
loinor, but the disappearance of the 
butter continued and the stock dimin- 
ished as rapidly as ever. 
It seemed 
as if some invisible hand was at worlc. 
Maybe it was. By accident a big stack 
of butter was discovered in a barrel 
iu a corner of a shanty inside of the 
grounds. 


"The thief had. apparently, no earth- 
ly use for the butter, but ho stole it 
just to keep his hand in. He was 
never discovered. And so it will con- 
tinue so long as such criminals are 
confined. 
They ave a set of perfect 
wizards. 
One would be not only as- 
tonished, but absolutely 
non-plussed 
at tho way those fellows, can steal

EGCS.

The fumes will loosen the dirt, 
aud it will drop out After a few days 
this should bo renmvod and another 
saturated rag placed In the clock, the 
fumes of whic-h will lubricate tlio 
works.

when tlie timekooping begins to bo 
erratic it is very often caused by 
want of cleaning. This may be quickly 
remedied by the use of naphtha. The 
backs should be unscrewed and the 
works taken out and immersed in the 
fluid—a treatment that avIII speedily 
restore their service, unless some rad- 
ical defect other than dust is tho trou- 
ble.

slang, he fell in a fit The grewsonie 
looking things appeared bad enougii in 
the daytime, but they looked eo weird 
at night and tho brilliant eyes from 
tho refioftion of the electric lights in 
the street had such an impression on 
the young fellow that he told me af- 
terwards, the first thing he did was to 
smash the skeleton advertisements in- 
to fragments before he began his work 
of looting the place, 


"The incident so unnerved him that 
he made a miscalculation, "which re- 
sulted in his arrest and conviction. He 
got,off with a light sentence because 
of his youth and influence, but he con- 
fided to me that anybody who took tho 
pains to Jiang a skeleton around any 
room in the house Avas safe, so far as 
he was concerned. 
The precaution 
would be just as effective as surround- 
Ing the house with a cordon of police. 
He said to me th. t he would have notli- 
ing to do with any place where skej- 
etons were hanging around, and I be- 
lieve him. 


"Those are but a few instances of 
thousands bearing on the superstitions 
of criminals. 
They are probably suf- 
ficient, however, }o serve to show that 
there is scarcely one of the crooked 
fraternity Wsho has not his Individual 
and peculiar superstitious belief and 
fear." 


THE 
SCRAPS. 


On a farm tliere are always hens, 
pigs, or other animals, who will oat the 
scraps of every kind made in preparing 
food for the table, and tlie left overs on 
the plates after (lie meal is served, and 
every careful housekeeper sees to it 
that the scraps are made to save as 
many purcnases as possible of grain,

Fish Tidblt-Tako what Is left of 
baked or boiled fish; remove the bones 
and skin and M-arm the fish in hot 
milk enough to moisten; turn it out on 
a platter; poach three or four eggs, lay 
them on the fish; mix one tablespuonful 
of chopped parsley, a few grains of 
cayenne, a little salt, wilh two table- 
spoonfuls of butter melted; pour this 
evenly over the eggs and serve at once 
and very hot 


Tomato Chowder—Put five slices of 
salt pork into the frying pan; when 
very brown, remove them; put into the 
hot pork fat ten small onlojs sliced; 
cook a delicate brown; add two level 
tablesjoonfuls of flour; etir this until 
well mixed; put half a quart can of 
tomatoes in an agate pan with one- 
third cupful well waahed rice and tho 
pork cut iu sjaall pieces; add to tho ^ 
onion and flour ouo part of water; 
when boiling add it to tho rice and 
tomato; add salt aud pepper to season; 
cover tho pan and Jot the content« 
slmi-ier one hour, or until tho rice i» 
rcry t.inder.

From the time when the 
little bones peek through a pink gum, 
the teetli should bo carefully treated, 
th e mother who is wise begins brusii- 
her baby’s teeth very gently as 
loon as there are enough of them to 
brush. Previous to that the mouth is 
swabbed with a bit of clean, sterilized 
linen. 
To brush the teeth after each nr.enl Is 
to follow a good rule, but with women 
yt business it is not always convenient.

should interfere 
with the morning grooming and the 
thorough brushing just before going to 
bed. 
Neglect will not only cause the 
teeth to decay, but will make the gums 
weak and unhealthy. 
Twice a year 
iartar should bci removed and cavities 
Qlled by a capable dentist. Cold v/a^er 
should never be used when ouo is 
rinsing the mouth, and toothpicks must 
be shunned. 
All foreign subiitances 
?an be removed with dental floss. Pow­ 
ders 
containing 
coarse, gritty sub­ 
stances are extremely harmful. Do not 
:rack nuts or bite thread with your 
teeth. 
They are not made after the 
plans and specifications of iron pincers 
or steel nippers. 
See to it that you use only a pure 
antiseptic powder, also that after each 
fleansing all of the powder Is rinsed 
away. 
Keep your brush clean and 
every week dip it into listering or a 
strong solution of boric acid* 


A PLEA FOR DIRT. 
It is a recollection of his own afflic­ 
tions as a child that a college professor 
makes a plea for dirt. 
Children, ho 
avers, are tortured by the madness of 
motliers. They are not only scrubbed 
with cruel 
frequency, but 
are 
re­ 
strained from wholesome play by the 
threat of punishment for soiled clothes. 
Nature, he maintains, has had a good 
purpose in implanting in every normal 
child a fondness for dirt, and the con­ 
stant efforts to defeat this purpose 
must have a deleterious influence on 
the character. He considers it a grave 
invasion of the rights of childhood to 
insist that the human young, who are 
in a state of barbarism, should look 
like angels on parade. 
“The laws of 
nature,” he declares, “can not be con­ 
stantly violated with impunity;” chil­ 
dren who have the possibilities of a 
fine manhood are perverted into vain 
ainl finical peacocks by the diseased 
desires of mothers for unnatural clean­ 
liness. 
That this desire for excessive clean­ 
liness is in truth pathological is af­ 
firmed by a medical writer in the 
London Lancet. 
He describes it as a 
hatred or fear of dirt, and has no doubt 
that it is an infectious germ disorder. 
The woman whose highest ambition is 
to be regarded as the best housekeeper, 
wlio makes all enjoyment of the home 
impossible by her eternal vigilance in 
the matter of dust; whose mind seems 
incapable of entertaining any other 
idea than that of absolute cleanliness, 
is obviously alilicted with this malady, 
which is called mysophobia. That the 
disease is extending is beyond a doubt. 
Vv’hat has been called the force of ex­ 
ample is in fact the effect of contagion. 
It is chieSy because of the conse­ 
quences to the children that the sub­ 
ject is considered worthy of attention, 
but there is little hope that any appeals 
to mother love will be effective.

jjOiC^'I^RlMIXALS are peculiarly 
^ 
superstitious. 
Everybody 
S who knows anything about 
them and their ways knows 
^ 
that. 
Many of their su­ 
perstitions have been invented and are 
peculiar to themselves. They are not 
those common to ordinary humanity. 
They have a unique distinction. And 
of all criminals none arc so filled with 
superstitions as pickpockets, and the 
strange feeling of dread graduates to 
the Imposing 
safe 
“buster,” 
bank 
burglar and petty thief, tho latter class 
being least fearful of results on ac­ 
count of their peculiar superstitions. 
No better place exists in tho world 
to study the peculiar superstitions of 
“crooks” than within the walls of the 
prisons where these foatherless birds 
aro caged, and the few following in­ 
cidents gleaned from a retired old 
keeper of Sing Sing Prison can be ac­ 
cepted as true ard will «erve to demon­ 
strate how criminals 
are 
governed 
more or less by some occult influence. 
“CROOKS” AND THE BIBLE, 
Ordinary “crooks” have a most as­ 
tonishing dread of religion and regard 
tho Bible with a superstitious awe and 
great reverence. 
If a “crook.” there­ 
fore, can further his ideas by using 
the Scrii)tures, he considers he has 
found 
asafe and sure mascot. 
Tho 
Bible is put to all manner of uses, 
many times in a way which would call 
down wrath from Heaven itself. Many 
of the thieves who have been “jugged” 
use the leaves of the tracts and Bibles 
which have been given them by mis­ 
sionaries to make fires with which to 
boil cofl’ee. 
According to the old prison keeper, 
he often saw the leaves of tho Bible 
used in that manner, and it was a long 
time before he became aware of the 
reason, and why it was sought after 
more than any other kind of paper, 
any quantity of .which could be had 
for the asking. 
“Those fellows keep 
their 
secrets 
well to themselves,” he said; “and it is 
only after they are thoroughly'confident 
that they aro speaking to friends that 
they are willing to impart any infor­ 
mation to those outside the pale of the 
fraternity. 
“I befriended a long term prisoner 
on an occasion when he was about to 
be brought up to explain an infraction 
of the rules of the prison, and my in­ 
terference in his behalf 
saved 
him 
from severe punishment. 
I was his 
friend after that. He told mo the se- 
cret of burning the leaves of the Bi­ 
ble. 
‘The Bible is the best book in 
the world,’ ho said, ‘and it puts a bet­ 
ter bead on the coffee.’ That was all. 
“It is not alone for heating cotTee 
that they want the Bible. 
They be­ 
lieve that if they can call In the Bible 
to help them out in any tran.sactlon 
they are sure to vrin o u t I recall an 
instance of the kind vividly. A man 
was imprisoned for burglary. He was 
a morose, sullen fellow, and clgarmak- 
er by trade. 
He attended services in 
the chapel regularly, and had the ap­ 
pearance of being deeply imbued with 
religious fervor. 
Finally he declared 
that he had been converted, and kept 
a copy of tho Bible with him at all 
times. He read it in his cell, and car­ 
ried it about wltii him so regularly 
that it came to be looked upon as part 
of him. 
CONCEALED CIGARS IN BIBLE. 
“It was while he became a convert 
that a wholesale cigarmaker contract- 
ed to have his goods made by convict 
labor. 
Our religious long timer was 
put to work in the factory. His Bible 
was with him at all times, and noth­ 
ing suspicious was ever thought of the 
occurrence. But cigars soon began to 
be missed in appallingly large quanti­ 
ties. 
At the end of each day they 
would melt away as If by magic until 
the situation looked serious, and final* 
Jy the contractor was forced to dis­ 
continue the contract or face ruin, 
”The leak did not 
stop, 
although 
every man was put to work to discov­ 
er the culprit, and every man was 
searched before he left the shop. De­ 
spite all these precautions,, the thief 
was not discovered till long afterward. 
He was our long termer. He had hol­ 
lowed out the inside of the Bible, leaV’- 
ing about an inch margin for the walls 
of his box. In that cavity he packed 
away a fine lot of cjgars every night, 
nobody even suspecting the demure 
and devout pigarmaker. 
At night he 
divided the weeds among the other con­ 
victs and they smoked them on the sly, 
He explained he was sure the trick 
would win, because he had used the 
Bible. 
It did, to». 
DEATH TO SQUEALERS.

In the latter in­ 
stance, if successful, they feel tli^t 
they are not then, and will not be, a 
disgrace to the fraternity Avhen they 
are released. 
“It is not tho natural d^vil that is 
within them, but a veritable and estab­ 
lished system of superstition. 
“No criminal would assume that his 
machinery would go on working as 
well as ever after his time was tip. 
His cunning would desert him unless 
he kept the machinery* oiled by con­ 
stant practice iu jail. It is not only in 
Sing Sing, but in every prison in the 
land where these jail birds are gath­ 
ered together that the oillcials have a 
never ending series of thefts to un­ 
ravel. 
“I remember an instance when the 
trusties iu the pantry were bothered 
almost to death by thefts of tho but­ 
ter. 
Spies were stationed and every 
known trap was. laid to catch the pur- 
loiner, but tho disappearance of the 
butter continued and the stock dimin­ 
ished as rapidb’^ as ever. 
It seemed 
as if some invisible hand was at work. 
Maybe it was. By accident a big stack 
of butter was discovered in a barrel 
iu a corner of a shanty inside of the 
grounds. 
“The thief had. apparently, no earth­ 
ly use for the butter, but he stole it 
just to keep his hand in. 
He was 
never discovered. And so it will con­ 
tinue so long as such criminals aro 
They ave a set of perfect 
One would be not only as- 
but absolutely non-plussed 
at tho way those fellows • can steal 
when it Would bo considered impossi­ 
ble for them to hide their useless loot. 


THE SUPERSTITION ABOUT PIC­ 
TURES. 
“No buri^lar, if he possibly can 
avoid it, will have the photograph of 
a person looking at him from a wall, 
dresser or mantel while he is carryinj; 
on his Ak’ork. 
He doesn’t want eyes 
resting upon him while he is operat­ 
ing, and if he has plenty of time to 
carry on operations, every picture or 
photograph will be found turned to 
the wall after he leaves. It makes no 
difference to him whether the picture 
or portrait is that of tho living or of 
the dead. 
“Burglars are great believers in all 
sorts of spirit communication.«; betv/een 
the next world and this one.” 


SKELETONS SCARED HIM. 
“I remember one crook,” continued 
the aged keeper of criminals, “a daring 
young devil, who spent a short term 
during the latter years of my life at 
Sing Sing, wlio planned to enter and 
rob a store in Nassau street Tho deal­ 
er sold jewelry and optical goods. In 
tho rear of the store ho had a number 
of small skeleton 
figures 
suspended 
from the ceiling. 
In the eye sockets 
of each skt^leton were brilliant stones 
repre.senting 
diamonds. 
They 
Avere 
merely advertisements for his busi­ 
ness. 
The young burglar lo whom I 
refer entered the store by way of a 
rear window one night and the first 
things that confronted him were the 
swinging skeletons. 
To use a little 
slang, he fell in a fit The grew'.some 
looking tilings appeared bad enougii in 
the daytime, but they looked £0 weird 
at night and the brilliant eyes from 
tho refioetion of tho electric lights iu 
the street liad such an inipre.ssjon on 
the young fellow th a t he told me af­ 
terwards, the first thing he did was to 
smash the skeleton advertisements in­ 
to fragments before he began his work 
of looting the place. 
‘^The incident so unnerved him that 
he made a miscalculation, which re­ 
sulted in his arrest and conviction. He 
got,-off with a light sentence because 
of his youth and influence, but he con­ 
fided lo me that anybody who took the 
pains to hang a skeleton around any 
room in tho house was safe, so far as 
he was concerned, 
Tho precaution 
would be just as effective gs surround­ 
ing the house with a cordon of police. 
He said to me th. t he would have notli- 
ing to do with any place where skel­ 
etons were hanging around, and I be­ 
lieve him. 
“Those are but a few instances of 
thousands bearing on the superstitions 
of criminals. They are probably suf­ 
ficient, however, \o serve to show that 
there is scarcely one of the crooked 
fraternity w>ho has not his Indlviduul 
and peculiar superstitious belief and 
fear.''

The fumes will loosen the d irt 
and it will droi> out After a few days 
this should be removed and another 
saturated rag placed iu tho clock, the 
fume.^ of which avIII lubricate tlie 
works. 
In the case of those popular cheap 
nickel clocks that have long since cs- 
tablished 
themselves 
as 
favorites, 
when the timekeeping begins to be 
erratic it is very often caused by 
want of cleaning. This may be quickly 
remedied by the use of naphtha. The 
backs should be unscrewed and the 
works taken out and immersed in the 
fluid—a treatment that will speedily 
restore their service, unless some ratl- 
ical defect other than dust is the trou­ 
ble, 


THE SCRAPS. 
On a farm tliere are always hens, 
pigs, or other animals, wiio will eat tho 
scraps of every kind made in preparing 
food for the table, and the left overs on 
the plates after the meal is served, and 
every careful housekeeper sees to it 
that the scraps are made to save as 
many purcnases as possible of grain, 
etc. In many village homes, where no 
animals are 
kept, such 
refuse is 
burned, or disposed of in somo such 
manner, and in city homes it is not 
only wasted, but becomes an expense 
to the city, for the city must pay for 
the removal of garbage. In every com­ 
munity there are persons who keep a 
few hens or a large dog, who would be 
glad of such scraps, and often a child 
could keep a pet dog, which the family 
could not afford to feed, if kind hearted 
neighbors donated bones and scraps. 
Where some people are trying to earn 
a little money by keeping a few hens 
on a small lot. he would very naturally 
be glad to feed the scraps from his 
neighbor’s table, for he would reap a 
two-fold gain. 
His income would be 
increased in proportion to the decrease 
in expense of feed, and the egg yield 
would be much better, on account of 
the variel3" of food thus provided. The 
moral of this is, before you thix>w out 
your scraps, see if they may not bo of 
material value to some one,—Inez Red­
